Important Measures Introduced.

It seems that at first both the min- 
isters and churches got into their 
minds that the tithes would be suffici- 
ent to support the ministry and they 
were all looking to headquarters, but 
they all took it good naturedly while 
they were learning their lesson. And 
while they were learning their lesson 
those who had the business in charge 
at headquarters were learning some 
things too. Take it altogether the ex- 
perience of the past ten months has 
been worth much to all of us. If the 
system has not geen a success it is 
certainly no fault of the system—the 
fault is in the operators. And if the 
operators have failed it is due to in- 
experience or lack of ability. If it is 
due to inexperience the past ten 
months have brought in boat loads 
of this kind of merchandise. If the 
fault is due to inability then some 
body that is able should be selected 
to take charge of this important bus- 
iness. 

But we have passed through anoth- 
er year and I suppose we are none the 
worse off spiritually and probably in 
no other way, for the battles we have 
had with the wolf at the door. If 





you and your children have not had 
the proper food, and if the little ones 
have cried for bread and been put to 
bed hungry your General Overseer 
and his family know how to sympa- 
thize with you, having had similar ex- 
periences while battling along in 
his early ministry when there were no | 
tithes, and but a very scant supply of | 
offerings and gifts. Yes, we have been 
along the road, and possibly none the 
worse off for it today. 

As far as I can learn the dissatis- 
faction about the tithing system dis- 
appeared gradually when it was re- 
membered that the Bible reads “tithes 
and offerings,” and that to depend 
upon tithes alone would not do, be- 
cause they were insufficient, and 
tithes were all that headquarters had 
for distribution. Indeed we have all 
been in a good high grade school for 
ten months, and probably the.educa- 
tion we have obtained during that 
period of time wi!l be worth more to 
us in the future than we realize now. 
And we a all here now, loving one 
another better, and happy over win- 
ning the hard fought battles of the 
past. Doubtless you have done your 
best under the circumstances. I have 
done my best, although my best has 
not been up to the standard I have 
had marked out. I have never been 
able to do as much as I wanted to. I 
have always fallen short of my ex- 
pectations and hopes. But I don’t give 
up because I can’t measure up to the 
standard I have set up. I try, try 
again. 

Progression 


In spite of the financial depression 
of the country which has been the 
means of cutting down the support of 
the ministers and worked a hardship 
on almost all the members, the prog- 
ress of the Church has far surpassed 
any previous year. The revival waves 
have been rolling high. How we all re- 
joiced when the monthly reports 
showed such large numbers saved, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. The spiritual blessings began 
to fall last winter and the waves grew 
larger and more powerful as the 
months sped by. The highest repért- 
ed for a given month was that reached 
in August when the number that was 
baptized with the Holy Ghost reached 
the sum of 1316 and there were 1162 
added to the Church. This was great. 
All this wonderful outpouring, and 
the gracious revivals that God has 
given, give rise to the belief of 
many that God has been setting His 
approval on the financial system that 
was adopted last year. Whether this 
is true or not the results have been 
great. The reports will show the in- 
crease of churches and membership.

There 
have been calls each year for Church 
of God ministers, but this year they 
have multiplied many times. The 
preachers have not had to go and 
drum up meetings and get places to 
preach.

The great trouble has_ been 
that we have not had a_ sufficient 
number of workers to walk in at the 
doors when they flew open. 
Quite a number of our preach- 
ers have had to work hard to earn 
support for their families, for which 
I honor them, but they preached at 
night and on Sundays. They never 
gave up the fight. I think we have the 
best set of ministers that the world 
ean produce. Of course they would 
be the best for they are all baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and fire. And 
they will preach whether the people 
pay them anything or not. They feel 
compelled like Paul, who said, “Woe 
is unto me, if I preach not the gos- 
pel,” and yet they do it willingly and 
gladly. And they have made the work 
go this year in spite of the opposi- 
tions and hard times. In fact, the 
Church of God grows and prospers 
and can’t help it. It is destined to 
grow.

This can bé done by act- 
ing upon Paul’s advice where he says, 
“Study to shew thyself approved un- 
to God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.” There is no time for 
vacant staring or idle moments? Ev- 
ery moment is of too muck value to 
allow it to pass without being used. 
If you have to wait a few minutes 
for some reason, snatch up the Bible, 
or a book, or a paper, and get a few 
thoughts to store away for future use. 
Improve your mind. Make it work.

out a thirty or forty pound weight in 
each hand at the same time. But I 
have sufficient strength to say with 
that old battle scarred warrior, “And 
now, behold, the Lord hath kept me 
alive,***and I am strong this day*#** 
for war both to go out and to come 
in.

My interpreter had a dream vision 
that scared him.

The next day the Lord took her to 

the center of the town and to the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre where 
all Gatholics worship and hold it in 
reverence as their most sacred place. 
In this large building is a spot called 
the center of the world where the 
priest reads in Latin and Greek to 
them. Just west of this room is a 
small building facing east which con- 
tains, what they claim, is the tomb 
where our Lord was laid and each 
year at Easter thousands of people 
gather around this and a priest goes 
in to pray down the holy fire sym- 
bolic of the Hoty Ghost on Pente- 
cost. The fire comes rolling out, but 
where? From heaven as Elijah, or 
man? This one saw the place and 
spot and building claiming to be the 
place where our Lord was buried and 
coming out from it were miliions of 
demons and she saw this church brik- 
en down and smoke issuing from it 
filled with devils. 
The third day she was taken to Mt. 
Zion, southwest of the city of Jeru- 
salem.
